This vehicle found last week inside the vacated building 
once the Elba Middle School was determined to be the 
vehicle reported missing to Elba Police in August from the 
Cook Chevrolet parking lot. The vehicle was on site there 
for repairs at the time it went missing, according to police.

Lt. Young said 
further investigation of the 
building revealed a vehicle 
matching the description of 
the one that went missing 
from the Cook Chevrolet 
lot in July. 

“It appeared someone had 
been working on the vehi- 
cle trying to get it running 
again,” Young said.

Education met Tuesday 
night, Nov. 16, for its regu- 
lar monthly meeting, and a 
handful of personnel mat- 
ters were approved by the 
board.

Three hires recommended 
to the board and approved 
included: Kaye Whitworth 
to be the new Elba High 
School secretary, Linda 
Tillis to be the new Elba 
Elementary School secre- 
tary, and Theresa Carr to be 
a bus driver for Elba City 
Schools. 

Superintendent Chris 
Moseley noted that Carr had 
experience as a bus driver. 
He said she had been driv- 
ing for the Coffee County 
School System but was 
leaving there to come and 
drive for Elba City Schools. 

Also, during the meet- 
ing, the board approved the 
execution of a new contract 
with the system’s Chief 
Financial Officer, Waliece 
McKelvy. The approval of 
this contract was unanimous 
vote by all members pres- 


ent. 


The board approved some 
policy changes, recom- 
mended by the school nurse. 
These included the-addition 
of a new sunscreen policy, 
and changes to administra- 
tion of medication, student 
injury/student illness, and 
AED use. 

Moseley advised board 
members on some posi- 
tive things that had been 
going on for students.

Fraud Watch Network Sur- 
vey shows that calls related 
to holiday scams may be on 
the upswing soon, 

“The holiday season is a 
time for togetherness, cel- 
ebration, and giving,” said 
AARP Alabama State Di- 
rector Candi Williams. “Un- 
fortunately, the gift-giving 
process, from purchasing 
the perfect gift to making 
sure it gets to the recipient, 
also brings multiple oppor- 
tunities for scammers to en- 
rich themselves.” 

Scammers deploy a num- 
ber of tactics to steal during 
the holidays, ranging from 
online shopping scams, to 
scams involving the drain- 
ing of gift cards, to pack- 
age and shipping scams. 
The AARP study found that 
many consumers may be 
opening themselves up to 
risk as they shop this holi- 
day season. 

Here are some key find- 
ings from the survey: 

76% of Alabamians have 
been targeted by or experi- 
enced at least one form of 
fraud in the past 

76% of Alabamians will 
use their debit cards this

In addition, the research 
showed that online shop- 
ping, which became the 
shopping method of choice 
for many American con- 
sumers as a result of the 
COVID-19 pandemic, re- 
mains extremely popular, 
underscoring the need to 
know how to do so safely. 
Unfortunately, survey find- 
ings also show that many 
Alabamians don’t know

erings. 
That’s because the virus

and traditional holiday 
activities that may involve 
multiple generations. In 
addition to vaccinations, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention recom- 
mends the following mea- 
sures to minimize risk. 

¢ Wear a mask when gro- 
cery shopping or in other 
public indoor settings or 
when serving food. 

* Wash your hands before

* Outdoorsis safer than 
indoors, weather permitting. 

¢ Communicate in 
advance with guests about 
your COVID-19 ground 
rules and the precautions 
you’re taking.

* Safe Travels. If possi- 
ble, delay travel unless you 
are fully vaccinated, If you 
are traveling with unvacci- 
nated family members, such 
as children who are not yet 
eligible to be vaccinated, 
take additional precautions.

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ALEA offers Thanksgiving safety tips 


This holiday season, travel experts are predicting pre- 
pandemic numbers as millions of Americans prepare to 
reunite with their loved ones. In accordance with nation- 
al travel forecasts, Troopers within the Alabama Law 
Enforcement Agency’s (ALEA) Highway Patrol Division 
are expecting to see a significant increase in the volume 
of traffic on Alabama’s roadways and will be working 
diligently to ensure everyone is able to gather around the 
table with friends and family this year. 

“During the 2020 Thanksgiving holiday travel period, 
ALEA Troopers recorded nearly a 30 percent decrease in 
statewide traffic fatalities, which resulted in three fewer 
traffic-related deaths in 2020 as compared to 2019. Our 
Agency’s mission is to save lives, therefore, our goal this 
Thanksgiving holiday travel period is to ensure that trend 
continues. Our Highway Patrol Division has developed 
a very specific and deliberate holiday enforcement plan 
that targets those areas in which historically, we have 
documented an elevated number of crashes. This initiative 
includes proactive patrols utilizing a variety of enforce- 
ment techniques along our major thoroughfares, specifi- 
cally Interstates 10, 65 and 85,” said ALEA Secretary Hal 
Taylor. 

Recently, ALEA partnered with the Alabama Department 
of Transportation (ALDOT) in their new campaign, “Not a 
Game,” to promote work zone safety and inform drivers of 
recent changes to the state’s construction zone law. Fines 
for any moving traffic violation committed in a construc- 
tion zone where workers are present will now result in a 
$250 fine or double the regular fine, whichever amount 
is greater, Double fines will now be given for dangerous 
driving behaviors such as speeding, tailgating, aggressive 
driving and distracted driving. 

“It is our duty to not only enforce state laws but also edu- 
cate and inform citizens so that everyone is fully aware of 
any changes and can make wise decisions while traveling. 
These laws are in place to protect everyone including the 
motoring public, construction zone workers, pedestrians 
and emergency first responders,” said Secretary Taylor. 

ALEA Troopers will be patrolling roadways, enforc- 
ing the law and assisting motorists, Additional shifts to 
prevent traffic crashes, injuries and fatalities are made 
possible with grant funding from the Alabama Department 
of Economic and Community Affairs (ADECA) and 
ALDOT. 

“We are especially thankful this holiday for our Troopers 
and other Jaw enforcement partners who will be sacrific-

ing part of their holiday and time with loved ones to patrol 
Alabama roads and keep all of our citizens and visitors 
safe,” said Secretary Taylor. “On behalf of the Alabama 
Law Enforcement Agency, I would like to wish everyone 
a happy, safe and peaceful holiday season.” 

Additionally, ALEA offers the following safety tips and 
reminders for citizens this Thanksgiving holiday: 

¢ On multi-lane roadways, use the left lane for passing 
only. Not only is it courteous driving and avoids imped- 
ing traffic, but Alabama law also requires slower traffic to 
keep to the right and to only use the left lane for passing 
(when posted). Motorists can drive for a mile and half in 
the left lane before needing to move back over. 

¢ Alabama’s seat belt/child restraint law requires ALL 
passengers — no matter how old or which seat they are 
occupying — to be buckled up. 

* Do not drink and drive. Make alternate travel plans if 
you are consuming alcohol. Individuals under the age of 
21 are prohibited from consuming alcohol and it is illegal 
for anyone to have an open bottle of alcohol in a vehicle, 

* Avoid driving distracted. Distractions include tex- 
ting, utilizing a cell phone or smartphone, talking to 
passengers, watching videos, playing mobile games, 
adjusting the radio, navigation system or other devices.

Alabama law prohibits texting while driving as well 
as searching the Internet on a mobile device while operat- 
ing a motor vehicle. 

* Drive defensively, as holiday travel may present addi- 
tional challenges. 

* Don’t drive fatigued — allow plenty of time to reach 
your destination. 

* Monitor weather and road conditions wherever you are 
traveling. For road conditions/closings in Alabama, visit 
www.alea.gov/weather-advisories, 

* Stay alert when shopping and driving through crowded 
parking lots. Stay vigilant and park in well-lighted areas 
when shopping at night. Citizens should lock their vehicles 
and remove any valuables, including money or wallets 
from plain sight. Slow down in congested parking lots and 
stay alert for shoppers and pedestrians. 

* Move over when approaching emergency or tow 
vehicles. Alabama’s Move Over Law requires motorists to 
move over or slow down to 15 mph or less than the posted 
speed limit if you are not able to change lanes.

Two defending state champions and four undefeated 
teams survived the third round of the 564 AHSAA State 
Football Playoffs as 24 teams move into the semifinals in 
Classes 1A through 6A this week. 

The Class 7A semifinals concluded Friday night with 
two-time defending Class 7A state champion Thompson 
(12-1) downing Hoover 35-10 to clinch the North berth 
in the Super 7 Class 7A championship game set for 
Wednesday, Dec. 1 at Birmingham’s Protective Stadium.

Eligibility for COVID-19 booster shots expands 


The Advisory Committee 
on Immunization Practices 
(ACIP) of the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) has 
authorized Pfizer-BioNTech 
and Moderna’s COVID-19 
boosters for all fully vac- 
cinated U.S, adults, ages 18 
and up. This follows emer- 
gency use authorization by 
the U.S, Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) for all 
fully vaccinated American 
adults. 

Adults initially vaccinated 
with the Johnson & Johnson 
vaccine are eligible for a 
booster dose two months 
after their first shot. Adults 
who received Pfizer and 
Moderna’s booster shots are 
eligible for boosters at least 
six months after the comple- 
tion of the initial two-dose 
vaccination series.

The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
follows ACIP and CDC guid- 
ance regarding vaccination 
recommendation updates, 
Children ages 5 through 
11 are eligible for vaccina- 
tion, under Emergency Use 
Authorization, with Pfizer 
vaccine, the only COVID-19 
vaccine currently authorized 
for children. The pediatric 
dose for Pfizer is a smaller 
dose given as a two-dose 
series, three weeks apart. 

Children, ages 12 and 
above can be vaccinated 
under EUA with the Pfizer 
product as well at the stan- 
dard adult dose. Pfizer vac- 
cine has full FDA approval 
for individuals ages 16 and 
older. 

The Moderna and Johnson 
& Johnson vaccines are 
EUA authorized for indi-
